WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Ambassa 


dor Penfield at Vienna has been in 
structed to make clear to tho Austria 
government informally that the Unite 
States must insist on tho recall of D 
Dumba, the Austrian ambassador, an 
that his departure "on leave of. ab 
sence" would not be satisfactory. 
From messages exchanged between 


Ambassador Penfield and the state de- 
partment, it Is apparent that the Aus- 
trian government, misunderstood the 
desires ot the United States. It was 
Intimated at first to Ambassador Pen- 
field that the 
Austrian

might recall Dr. Dumba on leave of 
absence and might desire safe conduct 
for him. 


Dr. Dumba telegraphed for such safe 


conduct a few days later, informing the

granted leave of absence. No action 
was taken on his request but it was 
forwarded to Ambassador Penfield. In- 
structions sent to Mr. Penfield were 
not disclosed, but ho has been author- 
ized to make it clear that Dr. Dumba's 
usefulness as the Austrian amhassadoi 
to the United States has ceased and 
that if given "merely leave of absence" 
he would, nevertheless, still remain ac- 
credited.

licenses from the license commission. 
His Honor, after being informed that 
the cases would go to the high court, 
made a formal finding of guilty and 
Imposed a fine of $20 in each case. 
. When the cases were .tried last Sat- 
urday Atty. Daniel P. Donahue admit- 
ted that the defendant had violated 
the city ordinance but argued - that 
said ordinance was unfair, unreason- 
able and therefore illegal. 


After considering the matter for a 


week, Judge Enright said: 
"I find 


after careful study of this case that 
it Is a question of whether or not this 
statute Is-constitutional. 
One of the 


conditions is that bonds must be fur- 
nished by an Insurance company duly 
authorized under the laws of Massa- 
chusetts.

are not alarming, according 
to 
Dr. 


Kelley, who attributes the increase to 
marked vigilance in reporting incipient 
cases, which In the past have 
been 


overlooked until the ravages of 
the 


disease obtained an almost incurable 
foothold.

In view of tho Courier-Citizen's edi- 


torial approval of the Varnum land as 
a suitable site for a contagious disease 
hospital the following; editorial in yes- 
terday's issue of that paper is quite 
interesting. Says the Courier-Citizen: 


"New York state, is to have a big 
hospital and boys' school on the city's 
watershed and the municipal authori- 
ties viewed with alarm the prospects 
that the sewage would ultimately find 
Its way down the throats of Manhat- 
tanties. It was planned to "purify" the 
drainage and eliminate the germs and 
things before the water was turned 
loose, hut this did not satisfy the city 
folks. 
They 
appealed to Governor 
Whitman to prevent the possible con- 
tamination of the water supply %nd he 
responded by arranging to have the 
efTluent from the institutions pass to 
the Hudson instead of the watershed. 
There is ;i little menace left even in 
this arrangement, through 
possible 
leakage in pipes, but it is slight. In 
the end the city may buy the* state's 
property and remove the institutions 
altogether."

our watershed, not far from our driven 
wells, and the Courier-Citizen heartily 
approves of the site or any other, not 
located In Belvidere.

Vienna has been in- 
structed to make clear to the Austrian 
government Informally that the United 
Slates must insist on the recall of Dr. 
JDumbri, the Austrian ambassador, and 
that his departure "on leave of ab- 
fi'ence" would not be satisfactory. 


From messages exchanged 
between 


Ambassador Penfield anil the stale de- 
partment, it Js apparent that the Aus- 
trian government, misunderstood 
the 


desires of the United States. It was 
Intimated at first to Ambassador Pen- 
field that the 
Austrian 
government 


might recall Dr. Dumba on leave of 
absence and might desire safe conduct 
tor him. 


Dr. Dumba telegraphed for such safe 


conduct a few days later, Informing the 
Btnte department that he had 
been 


granted leave of absence. No action 
was taken on his request hut It was 
forwarded to Ambassador Penfield. In- 
structions sent to Mr. Penfield were 
not disclosed, but he has been author- 
ized to make It clear that Dr. Dumba's 
usefulness as the Austrian ambassador 
,to the United States has ceased and 
•that If given "merely leave of absence" 
ha would, nevertheless, still remain ac* 
credited.
